Teacher Dustin Bajer only 
got a commercial fish cul¬ 
ture licence a couple days 
ago, and it’s already piqued 
interest in the community. 

Alberta Agriculture is¬ 
sued a commercial B fish¬ 
ing licence to Jasper Place 
High School to breed fish 
like rainbow trout, tilapia 
and salmon. 

It’s a natural fit with the 
school’s food forest of 
herbs, fmits and vegetables 
that supply the culinaiy 
program. 

The school’s Permacul¬ 
ture Club will breed the fish 
in a 1,300-litre tank. 

“It’s a pilot project, so 
we’re not going to be feed¬ 


ing all our students fish 
sticks,” laughed Bajer, “but 
who knows what can hap¬ 
pen if it takes off?” 

Dennis Urban, an inspec¬ 
tor with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, said issuing an 
aquaculture licence to a 
school is a first, as far as 
he’s aware, and commend¬ 
ed Bajer for his innovative 
program. 

“We never get those 
kinds of requests,” he said, 
“but the school is big and 
there’s enough interest. It’s 
unique for sure.” 

Grade 12 student Dakota 
Laboucane called the proj¬ 
ect revolutionaiy, and said 
it fits in well with the goal 
of sustainability — “and 
more fish on the menu and 
less fast food.”

Scandinavia’s winter woes 

O Northern countries dealing with unusually warm start to winter 
O In Sweden, the temperature for November measured 7 C above average 


For some reason, Scandi¬ 
navia is not its frigid self, 
with unusually warm 
weather delaying the on¬ 
set of winter in northern 
latitudes normally decked 
in white. 

The lack of snow has 
been bad news for winter 
sports — World Cup ski 
races have been dropped, 
or held on artificial snow, 
and mountain ski resorts 
are unable to open. 


There are even reports 
of bird song and bloom¬ 
ing gardens in some 
places typically entering 
the winter freeze at this 
time of year. 

“Some flowers, like roses, 
have actually begun to 
blossom for a second 
time,” said Mats Rosen¬ 
berg, a biologist in Ore- 
bro, south-central 

Sweden. 

Weather experts say 


this fall is on track to be¬ 
come one of the warmest 
on record in the northern 
part of Scandinavia, 
where the start of winter 
has been delayed by more 
than a month in certain 
locations. 

Earlier this month. 
World Cup Alpine skiing 
races were moved from 
Levi, Finland, to Austria 
because of the lack of 
snow. 


Cross-country World 
Cup races in Norway last 
weekend had to be moved 
from barren ground in 
Beitostoelen to Sjusjoen, 
where at least it was cold 
enough for artificial snow 
to stick. 

Ski lifts remain idle in 
Are, Sweden’s biggest ski 
resort, which normally 
opens in the first half of 
November.

Canada’s asbestos sector halts 


Canada’s once-mighty as¬ 
bestos sector has ground to 
a halt for the first time in 
130 years, as production of 
the controversial fibre has 
stalled in both of the coun- 
tiy’s mines. 

A shutdown this month 
marked a historic mile¬ 
stone for the Canadian as¬ 
bestos industiy, which at 
one time dominated world 
production and led to the 
construction of entire 
towns in Canada. 

Work halted earlier this 


month at the Lac d’amiante 
du Canada operation in 
Thetford Mines, Que., 
which followed a produc¬ 
tion stoppage at Jeffrey 
Mine in Asbestos, about 90 
kilometres away 

The future of both mines 
is unclear. 

Canadian asbestos is ex¬ 
pected to disappear from 
the international market al¬ 
together in the coming 
weeks, said Bernard 
Coulombe, Jeffrey Mine’s 
president, the Canadian press

Cast of celebs tell U.K. 
inquiry of press intrusion 

O J.K. Rowling and Sienna Miller appear before media ethics inquiry 


Writer J.K. Rowling and 
actress Sienna Miller gave 
a London courtroom a 
vivid picture on Thursday 
of the anxiety, anger and 
fear produced by living in 
the glare of Britain’s 
tabloid media, describing 
how press intrusion made 
them feel like prisoners 
in their own homes. 

The creator of boy wiz¬ 
ard Harry Potter told 
Britain’s media ethics in¬ 
quiry that having journal¬ 
ists camped on her 
doorstep was “like being 
under siege and like being 
a hostage.” Miller said 
years of car chases, mid¬ 
night pursuits and inti¬ 
mate revelations had left 
her feeling violated, para¬ 
noid and anxious. 

“The attitude seems to 
be absolutely cavalier,” 
Rowling said. “You’re fa-

mous, you’re asking for 
it.” 


The pair were among a 
diverse cast of witnesses 
— Hollyrwood star Hugh 
Grant, a former soccer 
player, a former aide to 
supermodel Elle Macpher- 
son and the parents of 


missing and murdered 
children — who have de¬ 
scribed how becoming 
the focus of Britain’s 
tabloid press wreaked 
havoc on their lives. 

Rowling said she was 
completely unprepared 
for the media attention 
she began to receive 
when her first book, Har¬ 
ry Potter and the Philoso¬ 
pher’s Stone, became a 
sensation. The seven Pot¬ 
ter books have sold more 
than 450 million copies, 
spawned a hit movie se¬ 
ries and propelled Rowl¬ 
ing from struggling single 
mother to one of Britain’s 
richest people. 

“When you become 
well-known ... no one 
gives you a guidebook,” 
she said. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron set up the in¬ 


quiry amid a still-unfold¬ 
ing scandal over illegal 
eavesdropping by the 
News of the World 
tabloid.

‘Marilyn’ charms 

O My Week With Marilyn gives its actors lots of chances to showcase their chops 


Richard: Mark, almost 50 
years after her death, Mari¬ 
lyn Monroe is still one of 
the best-known actresses 
in the world and yet 
Michelle Williams man¬ 
ages to bring something 
new to someone we 
thought we knew so well. 
Even though 1 liked this 
movie and thought that 
Monroe’s offscreen life, as 
dramatic as an 3 fthing she 
ever did on screen, is ten¬ 
derly portrayed, the story 
isn’t as interesting as the 
performance. What did 
you think? 

Mark: This movie is defi¬ 
nitely NOT the Maril 3 m 
Monroe biopic. It’s a 
small, charming film 
about the havoc the sexi¬ 
est woman in the world 
can have on those around 


her. The movie’s fabulous 
first half sets up the char¬ 
acters, milieu, and con¬ 
flicts, but then doesn’t 
have an 5 ^here to go. So 
the story is weak, as you 
say, but its pleasures are 
in the fine details, includ¬ 
ing Michelle Williams’ 
amazing portrayal of 
Ms. Monroe, and the 
wonderful sense of time 
and place on a film set cir¬ 
ca 1956. And I’ve never 
seen Kenneth Branagh 
better! 

RC: Branagh is very good, 
but when placed against 
Williams’s Monroe his 
work seems to lack the 
soul she brings to every 
frame of film. He does 
have many of the film’s 
best lines, however. His de- 
liveiy of lines like, “Trying 


to teach Maril 5 m to act is 
like teaching Urdu to a 
badger,” is letter perfect 
and adds much to the 
movie but 1 think the Os¬ 
car nomination here will 
go to Williams. 

MB: The movie belongs to 
her, no question. But there 
are so many finely etched 
smaller parts that flesh out 
the movie. Judi Dench as 
the regal Dame Sybil 
Thorndike and Zoe Wana- 
maker as prickly acting 
coach Paula Strasberg are 
both exceptional. But why 
was the Arthur Miller part 
so underwritten? And 
were you impressed by Ed¬ 
die Redma 3 me as the boy 
who becomes a man? 

RC: His story should have 
been titled The Week 1 Al¬ 


most Made It with Maril 3 m. 
It might have spiced up his 
role a bit. He’s good, 1 
think, but when Williams 
and Branagh are on screen 
he disappears. He’s a main 
character but unfortunate¬ 
ly for him he’s saddled 
with a quiet role in a 
movie filled with bravura 
performances. 

MB: 1 thought the movie 
was quite funny in places, 
by the way; the clash of 
acting styles between the 
Brits and the Yanks made 
for good fun, as did 
Branagh’s growing exas¬ 
peration with his star. But 
the abrupt turnaround at 
the end of the movie 
where he gushes over Mar- 
il 5 m’s “natural, intuitive 
talent” seemed forced and 
false.

Ann e Marie Garcia’s monthly mobile 
phone bill was through the roof— her 
$85 a month plan sometimes cost her 
between $400 and $1,000. Granted, 
Garcia, a 45-year-old credit union 
account manager in North Vancouver, 
called her sister in Los Angeles every 
morning for 30 minutes (her plan only 
provided 150 local daytime minutes). 
Plus, when she travelled, the data 
roaming charges added up fast. “It 
was ridiculous. I had to look for an 
alternative phone.” 

After 20 years of being with a large 
carrier, Garcia researched the cellular 
market and was impressed by 
Mobilicity’s unlimited wireless network. 

While she had to pay a $300 penalty 
to cancel the remainder of her three- 
year contract, Garcia said it was well 
worth it. 

Now that she has Mobilicity’s 
unlimited talk, text and data service, her 


morning long distance chats with her 
sister are better and longer than ever, 
“and there’s no way I’m going to pay 
more than the price of the plan.” 
Mobilicity also has the lowest roaming 
charges in North America. 

Interestingly, contract issues are the 
second highest source of complaints 
from consumers, according the Canada’s 
Commissioner for Complaints for 
Telecommunications Services (CCTS), 
an independent organization that works 
with telecommunications customers and 
service providers to resolve complaints 
about services. 

Wireless contracts can be problematic 
in several ways. Here’s a quick look. 

LIHLE FLEXIBILITY 

When Bob Barrett, 56, Toronto, 
realized his aging mother no longer used 
or needed her mobile phone, he 
contacted the carrier to cancel it. 

Unfortunately, earlier in the year, he 
had renewed her contract for another 
three years. Barrett pleaded his case to a 
few managers but found there were no 
exceptions to the rules. He would have 
to pay an early termination fee. 

CANCELLATION FEES 

CCTS reports that many of the 
contract disputes were a result of early 
termination fees charged to consumers. 


While there is legislation in Quebec and 
most recently Manitoba, that protects 
consumers with mobile phone contracts 
from high cancellation fees, consumers 
in the rest of Canada are at the mercy of 
company policy. For the most part, they 
face large cancellation fees that are 
usually tied to the contract and the 
amount owing on the phone. For 
example, Barrett was advised by his 
provider that the cancellation fee was 
$400. While there’s a move to pass 
similar legislation in Ontario, it hasn’t 
happened yet. 

SURPRISE COSTS 

Despite having a contract for a plan 
with a set price, it’s easy to rack up 
usage beyond what’s covered in the plan 
— and end up with a huge 
bill at the end of the 
month. If you don’t 
keep track of how 
many minutes or 
megabytes of 
data you’ve 
used... or the 
cost of 
roaming, you 
could get an 
expensive 
surprise when 
you open your next 
phone bill.

O Blue Bombers defence puts nickname on the back burner, but keeps confident attitude 



The nickname Swag¬ 
gerville has not been 
heard much in the leadup 
to the Grey Cup game. 

But the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers’ defence that 
adopted the name as a sign 
of their skill and determi¬ 
nation to stuff eveiy of¬ 
fence in the CFL says 
Swaggerville is alive and 
well inside their locker- 
room, even if they don’t 
shout it out to the world 
any more. 

”0h yeah, it still lives, 
it’s just something we 
don’t talk about publicly 
any more,” cornerback 
Jovon Johnson said Thurs¬ 
day. ”We just let our play 
speak for itself.” 

Any hope the underdog 
Bombers have of upsetting 
the B.C. Lions in the Grey 
Cup game at BC Place on 
Sunday will likely rest on 
the defence’s ability to 
stop Lions quarterback 
Travis Lulay and star re¬ 
ceivers Geroy Simon and 
Arland Bruce. 

Winnipeg certainly had 
the defensive numbers to 
crow about this season, 
leading the league in 12 
categories, including 55 
sacks and 25 interceptions. 

When the team that 
went 4-14 in 2010 started 
this season 7-1, the name 
Swaggerville was on every¬ 
one’s lips as a rall 5 dng call. 
But it faded away as the 
Bombers went 3-7 down 
the stretch. 

Johnson said the nick¬ 
name actually dates to 
2009, but didn’t become 
public until the team 
emerged as a winner. Then 


it was put on Mute. 

”lt became somewhat of 
a distraction,” said John¬ 
son. ”lt was all fun when it 
started. 

’’But after a while, with 
all the attention to it, all 
the other teams took no¬ 
tice and they got mad and 
it was just giving every¬ 
body extra motivation to 
play against us.” 

Among other bests, the 
Bombers allowed their op¬ 
ponents the lowest aver¬ 
age yards of offence per 
game at 301.1, the fewest 
yards per pass at 7.1, the 
fewest passing yards per 
game at 223.1 and lowest 
percentage of pass comple¬ 


tions at 56.7 per cent. 

Winnpeg’s defence 
starts with the line, where 
six-foot-eight Doug Brown 
crowds the middle so that 
rush ends Odell Willis and 
Kenny Mainor can chase 
down quarterbacks. Willis 
tied with Hamilton’s Justin 
Hickman for the GFL sacks 
lead with 13 while Mainor 
had eight. 

’’They get pressure on 
the quarterback and that 
allows us to do what we do 
on the back end,” added 
Johnson. ”lt’s hand in 
hand. We help them get 
sacks and they help us get 
picks. We’ve got the per¬ 
fect blend of defence.” 


Sibling rivals 


The Grey Cup game will be 
a family affair for brothers 
Henoc and Cauchy Muam- 
ba. 

;► Henoc Muamba, 22 , is a 
rookie linebacker and spe¬ 
cial-teams performer with 
Winnipeg while Cauchy 
Muamba, 24 , is a second- 
year safety and special- 
teams player with B.C. 

Sharing the spotlight is 
the secondary, with John¬ 
son, Jonathan Hefney, Alex 
Suber and Deon Beasley 
along with safety Ian Lo¬ 


gan. They form the 
league’s most respected 
unit. 

The Bombers don't feel 
they will skip a beat with 
Beasley starting in place of 
Brandon Stewart, who in¬ 
jured an ankle in Win¬ 
nipeg's 19-3 victory over 
Hamilton in the East Divi¬ 
sion final. 

”We haven’t lost a guy 
because Beasley started 
games this year,” said 
Hefney. “He picked off a 
pass the last time we 
played (B.G.) for the game- 
winner, so we don’t lose 
an 5 fthing when he comes 
into the game.”

Coaches scheme long and 
hard to achieve it while 
players spend countless 
hours in the weight room 
and practice field 
preparing to execute it. 

Controlling the line of 
scrimmage is one of the 
most basic premises of foot¬ 
ball. It’s where a team can 
impose its will on an oppo¬ 
nent and not only dictate 
the flow of a game but also 
determine the outcome. 

The ability to control 
games on both sides of the 
ball is a big reason why the 
B.C. Lions and Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers are the CPUs 
last two teams standing and 
will square off in the Grey 
Cup on Sunday at B.C.

When opportunity knocks, 
the B.C. Lions haven’t al¬ 
ways answered. 

Some veiy good Lions 
teams have missed chances 
to play in the Grey Cup and 
that’s why Sunday’s big 
game against the Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers is especially 
important to a number of 
the club’s older players. 

Receiver Paris Jackson 
broke into the league in 
2003. He played on the B.C. 
team that lost the 2004 
Grey Cup and was a mem¬ 
ber of the last Lions champi¬ 
onship squad in 2006. 

“I was thinking eveiy 
two years we would be in 
the Grey Cup,” Jackson said 
Thursday as he ate salad 
and sandwiches with his 
teammates at a luncheon. 

“Now I’m 31 years old 


and it’s been five years 
since we’ve been to a Grey 
Cup. You have to cherish 
these moments.” 

Defensive back Korey 
Banks won a Grey Cup in 
his first year with B.C. in 
2006. Since then the Lions 
have played in four division 
finals but their only win 
came this year against Ed¬ 
monton. 

“I could play 10 more 
years in the league and 
might not reach a Grey Cup 
again,” said the 32-year-old 
Banks. 

“It’s a blessing (to reach 
the Grey Cup) but it’s only a 
blessing for one team Sun¬ 
day. I want to be on that 
team. It’s all about winning. 
It will hurt more if you 
don’t win. I’d rather not 
make the playoffs than lose 


the Grey Cup.” 

The luncheon was a casu¬ 
al affair, with players and 
some reporters sharing ta¬ 
bles. 

Linebacker Anton 
McKenzie used his Black- 
Beny to take pictures of 
teammates being inter¬ 
viewed. Centre Angus Reid 
grabbed a microphone and 
did his own interviews. 

The Lions have 14 play¬ 
ers over 30 years old. For 
some, winning a Grey Cup 
could be now or never. 

“With the younger play¬ 
ers, ignorance is bliss in a 
way,” said 35-year-old defen¬ 
sive tackle Brent Johnson.

Quarterback Travis Lulay 
of the B.C. Lions was 
named the CFL’s outstand¬ 
ing player Thursday night. 

Lulay received the 
award ahead of Anthony 
Calvillo of the Montreal 
Alouettes in voting con¬ 
ducted by the Football Re¬ 
porters of Canada and the 
CFL’s eight head coaches. 

Lions’ teammate Paul 
McCallum was named the 
top special-teams player. 
The other winners includ¬ 
ed Edmonton Eskimos 
tailback Jerome Messam 
(Canadian), Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers cornerback 
Jovon Johnson (defensive 
player), Montreal Alou¬ 
ettes tackle Josh Bourke 
(lineman) and Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats receiver Chris 
Williams (rookie). 

Hamilton quarterback 
Kevin Glenn received the 
Tom Pate award for out¬ 
standing community serv¬ 
ice. 

Lulay, 28, enjoyed a 
banner first full season as 
B.C.’s starting quarter¬ 
back. The third-year pro 
finished second to Calvillo 
in passing yards (4,815 to 
Calvillo’s 5,251) but fin¬ 
ished tied with the Mon¬ 
treal veteran in TD strikes 
(32). 

What’s more, Lulay 
helped the Lions turn 
their season around. After 
opening with five straight 
losses, Lulay led B.C. to 
victory in 11 of its final 13 
games and a 40-23 West 
Division final win over Ed¬ 
monton last weekend.
